NOTES  ON  THE  PRECEDING  STATISTICS  AND  ANALYSIS,  WITH  SPECIAL  REFERENCE 

TO  INFANT  MORTALITY 


It  will  be  noticed  that  recently  there  have  been  two  headings  given  for  Deaths  of 
Infants  under  1  year  and  under  4  weeks.  It  is  hoped  to  find  how  the  number  of  these 
death  (and  the  number  of  still  births^may  be  still  further  reduced  as  research  continues  to 
examine  the  causes.  It  must  be  appreciated  in  studying  the  figures  that  the  death  rates  of 
infants  are  calculations  per  1,000  live  births,  not  1,000  of  population. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  numbers  of  deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  match  those 
in  the  analytical  table  of  Congenital  Malformations  and  that  none  of  the  infants  died  from  a 
notifiable  infectious  disease. 

I  have  been  studying  with  great  interest  the  annual  reports  of  the  first  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  G.  C.  Taylor,  who  was  appointed  in  1874,  with  special  reference  to 
this  question  of  infant  mortality.  (A  bound  volume  of  these  reports,  from  1874-75  to  1901 
turned  up  during  the  transference  of  the  Public  Health  Department  from  its  old  to  its  new 
office.) 


In  the  first  complete  year’s  report,  1875,  he  gives  the  following  statistics  : —

“  all  diseases  chiefly  produced  by  improper  feeding  and  want  of  proper  nursing 
and  attendance.”  This  lack  of  attendance,  he  states,  is  “  caused  by  the  custom  which 
exists  of  the  mothers  working  away  from  home.” 

In  a  later  report  he  speaks  of  the  strange  effect  of  unemployment  in  the  town ;  al¬ 
though  many  of  the  inhabitants  were  out  of  work  and  therefore  were  in  want,  the  infant 
mortality  was  greatly  reduced,  due  entirely,  in  his  opinion,  to  the  mothers  being  forced  to 
stay  at  home  and  look  after  their  own  young  children. 

Does  this  not  suggest  an  equally  strange  parallel  with  present  conditions?  When  all 
children,  with  a  few  pathetic  exceptions,  are  physically  in  excellent  condition  and  the  majority 
have  a  large  share  in  material  possessions  —  provided  in  a  quite  large  number  of  cases  by  the 
mothers  going  out  to  work  to  obtain  these  material  possessions,  thereby  depriving  them  of  the 
close  maternal  attention  young  children  require  much  more  than  “  things  ” —  with  possible 
unfortunate  effects  on  their  psychological  make-up.

(b)  Ambulance  Facilities.  The  County  Council’s  Ambulance  Station  for  this  area  is  at 
Woolley  Grange,  Bradford  on  Avon. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home.  There  are  two  district  nurses  and  one  midwife. 

(d)  Home  Helps.  The  County  Council  Home  Help  service  is  well  established  and  great 
assistance  has  been  given  in  cases  of  illness  and  infirmity.  It  should  be  clearly  under¬ 
stood  that  Home  Helps  are  not  intended,  and  should  not  be  expected,  to  undertake  any 
nursing — their  duties  are  household  ones  only. 

(e)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  The  County  Council  Clinic,  The  Halve,  is  used  for 
all  clinics. 

The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  at  2  p.m. 

Immunisation.  A  session  is  held  every  fourth  Thursday. 

Specialist  Clinics  are  held  on  other  occasions. 

(f)  Hospital  Accommodation  and  Maternity  Homes. 

1.  Trowbridge  and  District  Hospital.  This  is  a  general  hospital  with  a  Maternity 
Department  of  13  beds. 

2.  Hospitals  for  Infectious  Diseases.  Owing  to  the  steadily  decreasing  numbers  of  in¬ 
fectious  cases  requiring  admission  to  Isolation  beds,  the  hospital  once  known  as  the 
Trowbridge  and  District  Isolation  Hospital  is  now,  under  its  modern  name  of  St. 
John’s  Hospital,  Trowbridge,  used  almost  entirely  as  a  Hospital  for  older  patients  — 
both  men  and  women.  There  is  an  understanding,  however,  that  under  certain  con¬ 
ditions,  cases  requiring  isolation  will  stiil  be  admitted. 

Claverton  Hospital,  Bath,  is  the  main  hospital  for  infectious  diseases  for  a  wide 
area,  and  all  serious  ones,  Poliomyelitis  for  example,  are  admitted  directly  there. 

3.  There  is  a  private  Maternity  Home  :  it  accommodates  16  persons — 13  maternity  cases 
and  3  others. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  AND  1951 

No  action  was  taken  under  this  Act  in  1958. 

The  County  Council’s  Health  Visiting  Staff  now  have  as  a  larger  part  of  their  work  the 
supervision  of  older  persons  and  the  providing  of  Home  Helps  for  those  needing  such  aid. 
This  illustrates  very  clearly  the  altered  needs  of  the  aging  population.

Public  Cleansing — The  refuse  collection  service  had  to  meet  additional  demands  due 
to  the  increasing  number  of  dwellings  in  new  development  by  both  Council  and  private  enter¬ 
prise,  including  a  considerable  number  on  the  Council’s  Studley  Green  Estate  which  were 
completed  during  the  year. 

The  controlled  tip  at  the  site  of  the  former  Wyke  Brick  Works  was  put  into  use  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  a  machine  having  been  acquired  to  operate  it. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Difficulties  were  experienced  with  the  drying  and  disposal 
of  sludge,  partly  on  account  of  the  poor  summer  and  partly  through  the  very  large  quantity  of 
sludge  to  be  dealt  with.  Methods  of  improving  the  treatment  of  sludge  were  further  investi¬ 
gated.  Odour  control  equipment  for  the  alleviation  of  smell  arising  from  the  disposal  works 
was  installed  and  put  into  operation  during  the  year. 

Sewage. — Further  lengths  of  sewer  in  the  central  area  (Court  Street  district)  were 
mechanically  dragged  and  the  detritus  removed  from  them.

It  may  be  asked  why  so  much  space  is  “  wasted  ”  by  printing  the  above  tables  in  full  to 
record  so  few  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases.  But  it  is  exactly  because  there  are  so 
few  cases  that  the  printing  has  been  justified  this  year;  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  all 
those  who  have  the  welfare  of  children  (in  particular)  at  heart  —  parents,  nurses,  doctors, 
local  sanitary  authorities  (us),  local  health  authorities,  medical  research  establishments  and 
(obviously !)  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Housing. 

Why  all  these?  Parents,  because  of  th2  way  they  use  every  means  in  their  power  to 
give  the  children  the  best  surroundings  they  can  —  feed  and  dress  them  well,  pay  high  rents 
to  give  them  good  homes  and  accept  every  chance  of  protecting  them  by  immunisation  and 
vaccination  against  infectious  diseases.  Nurses,  in  whatever  branch  of  their  profession  they 
may  be  —  district  nurses,  health  visitors,  hospital  staffs  —  all  play  their  part  in  protecting 
child  life.  Family  doctors  —  it  is  a  matter  of  supererogation  to  specify  their  importance  in 
this  work.  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  —  in  providing  good  water  supplies  and  safe  sewage 
disposal,  good  housing,  protection  of  food  and  milk  supplies.  Local  Health  Authorities  —  in 
making  available  the  full  protection  by  immunisation  and  vaccination  for  the  most  killing  dis¬ 
eases  of  children  —  to  give  only  the  example  most  pertinent  to  the  matter  under  discussion.

Gradually,  people  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  work  done  by  the  Medical  Research 
Establishments  and  realise  that  all  the  protection  of  children  by  immunisation  and  vaccination 
is  the  result  of  years  of  hitherto  unguessed,  intense  and  concentrated  work  in  these  little- 
known  establishments. 

The  Ministries?  They  supply  all  the  means  by  which  we  local  authorities  carry  on  our 

work. 


Why  I  am  I  expatiating  so  much  on  this  at  this  time?  Because  of  the  pictures  called  up 
by  my  predecessor’s  reports,  and  the  very  different  tables  they  would  have  produced  if  they 
had  had  the  same  facilities  for  producing  them  as  we  have. 

In  different  years  the  then  medical  officer  reported  : — 

“  In  1877  (there  being  no  other  way  in  which  he  could  discover  when  infectious 
diseases  were  occurring),  a  death  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  reported  in  February  after  4 
days’  illness.  No  more  was  known  of  the  existence  of  the  disease  until  another  death 
occurred  in  March.  As  a  result  it  was  resolved  to  open  a  Hospital  for  such  cases  and 
Messrs.  J.  &  T.  Clark  offered  to  place  a  portion  of  a  factory  at  the  Town’s  disposal,  rent 
free  .  .  .  .”  “  The  building  was  a  four-  storied  one,  the  topmost  floor  of  which  was 
made  into  the  sick  ward  while  the  under  floor  was  made  into  a  nurses’  room  and  kit¬ 
chen.  The  ward  was  lighted  by  windows  on  either  side  so  as  to  allow  of  cross-ventilation. 
The  room  could  also  be  heated  by  steam  from  the  boiler-house.  Gas  was  already  laid  on 
and  water  from  the  Company’s  main  was  introduced.  The  dry  earth  closet  was  used 
and  answered  to  its  purpose  well.” 

The  Medical  Officer  goes  on  to  report  that  he  could  get  no  reliable  information  as  to 
the  number  of  persons  attacked  by  the  disease,  but  that  as  the  mortality  in  the  hospital  was 
12%,  and  supposing  the  same  rate  of  mortality  to  have  prevailed  outside,  the  number  of  sick 
would  have  been  450,  or  1  in  every  25|  of  the  population. 

Total  number  of  deaths?  53. 

In  1880:  Measles  —  580  cases,  48  deaths  —  mostly  from  “inflammation  of  the 

lungs.” 

In  1884:  Measles  —  number  of  cases  unknown,  “  severe  epidemic  ”  —  23  deaths. 

These  were  the  years  of  highest  mortality,  nearly  all  deaths  being  in  the  youngest  age 
group  —  5  and  under. 

Although  no  year  was  without  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  —  many  from  Bronchitis 
— •  none  reached  the  above  figures. 

It  is  obvious  from  the  above  examples  that  conditions  for  the  safe  upbringing  of  child¬ 
ren  have  improved  almost  unbelievably  in  the  last  100  years.  Preventive  medicine  is  not  a 
spectacular  part  of  any  Council’s  work,  and  it  is  only  by  comparing  what  was  with  what  is, 
tli.'il  i ! iv  result.-'  oi  \ ears  ol  progress  can  be  judged. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  spite  of  the  lessening  danger  of  death  from  infectious  diseases 
that  everyone,  especially  parents,  will  recognise  the  necessity  of  accepting  all  opportunities  of 
immunisation  offered  by  the  County  Council  (Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis 
and  Tuberculosis). 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Trowbridge  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Genteemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  1958. 

The  tendency  during  the  year  was  for  the  Department  to  be  pre-occupied  mainly  with 
matters  arising  from  day  to  day,  resulting  in  inadequate  time  being  available  for  the  many 
routine,  but  important,  duties  of  inspection  which  legislation  requires,  e.g.,  routine  housing 
inspection. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Emm,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  left  the  Department  on  obtaining 
another  appointment  and  Mr.  H.  Phillips  commenced  duty  as  Deputy  Public  Health  Inspector 
just  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

I  again  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  support  received  from 
the  Council,  Dr.  Murray  and  Officers  of  other  Departments  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public 
Health  Department.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

1.  SLAUGHTERING 

Four  private  slaughterhouses,  including  two  at  bacon  factories,  were  re-licensed  during 
the  year  after  certain  works  of  improvement  and  repair  had  been  carried  out. 

There  is  no  public  slaughterhouse  or  knacker’s  yard  in  the  District. 

The  total  number  of  animals  killed  rose  to  76,788.  This  was  accounted  for  by  a  sub¬ 
stantial  increase  from  54,838  to  73,518  in  the  number  of  pigs  slaughtered. 

1.  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1933-1954 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  seventeen  slaughtermen  held  licences  under  the  Acts,  of  which 
eleven  were  limited  to  the  slaughter  of  pigs  only. 

3.  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

At  the  bacon  factories,  the  system  of  inspection  continued  as  in  the  previous  year,  viz., 
initial  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  organs  by  the  firm’s  employees,  any  diseased  or  ab¬ 
normal  carcases  being  detained  for  later  examination  and  decision  as  to  their  fitness  for  food 
by  a  Public  Health  Inspector. 

While  the  law  does  not  at  present  require  that  all  carcases  shall  be  inspected  by  an 
authorised  officer  of  the  Council  at  the  time  of  slaughter  or  even  before  they  leave  the  slaugh¬ 
terhouse,  it  is,  of  course,  most  desirable  that  this  should  be  the  aim.  With  the  staff  available, 
however,  the  foregoing  arrangements  were  the  best  that  could  be  devised. 

At  the  other  slaughterhouses,  all  meat  was  inspected  by  a  Public  Health  Inspector  be¬ 
fore  it  left  the  premises.  As  calf  slaughtering  continued  on  most  evenings  and  occasionally 
at  week  ends,  the  inspection  of  this  meat  has  had  to  be  done  outside  normal  office  hours  at  no 
small  inconvenience  to  the  Inspectors. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  information  was  requested  during  the  year  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  with  regard  to  meat  inspection  in 
the  District  and  it  is  understood  that  the  problem  of  attaining  100%  meat  inspection,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  bacon  factories,  is  receiving  active  consideration.

Inspection  of  other  food  was  made  principally  on  request,  although  a  watchful  eye  was 
kept  on  foodstuffs  generally  while  carrying  out  other  duties. 


There  was  an  unusual  occurrence  during  the  year  involving  certain  brands  of  Lebanese 
and  Italian  apples  which  the  County  Medical  Officer  had  notified  as  being  in  some  instances 
contaminated  with  lead  and  arsenic,  presumably  as  a  result  of  insecticidal  spraying  by  the 
growers.  Similar  brands  of  apples  were  traced  at  four  shops  in  the  District.  In  each  case 
they  were  withdrawn  from  sale  and  washed  and  rinsed  before  being  re-exposed  for  sale.

5.  THE  DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1958 

The  powers  and  duties  under  the  Order  of  the  Wiltshire  County  Council  have  been 
delegated  to  the  Urban  District  Council. 

Following  extensive  enquiries,  it  was  found  necessary  to  licence  only  one  plant  for 
the  treatment  of  waste  foods  in  accordance  with  the  Order. 
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6.  THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955-57 

Pressure  of  other  work,  coupled  with  a  staff  depletion  in  the  latter  months  of  the  year, 
prevented  a  desirable  level  of  inspection  of  food  premises  being  attained.  Some  useful  work 
was  accomplished  but  there  can  be  no  substitute  for  regular  and  frequent  visits  to  such  prem¬ 
ises  which  exceed  200  in  number. 

The  small  goods  department  of  one  of  the  bacon  factories  continued  to  expand.  The 
presence  of  such  a  factory,  producing  on  a  large  scale  all  manner  of  made-up  meat  products 
which  are  widely  distributed  both  at  home  and  abroad,  is  a  considerable  responsibility  to  the 
Department. 

A  marked  improvement  in  the  sale  of  food  in  the  Market  Hall  resulted  from  the  pro¬ 
vision  by  the  Council  of  five  covered  permanent  food  stalls,  with  an  adjacent  sink  and  wash- 
hand  basin  to  which  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  were  connected. 

No  prosecutions  were  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year.

These  samples  show  some  improvement  on  the  previous  year,  although  the  proportion 
of  Grade  111  samples  is  still  considered  unduly  high.  Six  of  these,  however,  were  shown  to 
have  been  due  to  a  faulty  refrigerator  at  a  retail  shop  and  the  installation  of  a  new  storage 
cabinet  remedied  the  position. 
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HOUSING  AND  PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS 


UNFIT  HOUSES 

Failing  agreement  with  the  owners  to  purchase  the  fifteen  houses  in  the  Islington  (No. 
4)  Clearance  Area,  the  Council  made  a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  which  was  subsequently 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Focal  Government.  It  is  the  Council’s  intention 
to  re-develop  the  site  with  bungalows. 

Work  in  connection  with  the  Council’s  Clearance  Programme  continued  steadily,  but 
no  routine  inspection  of  houses,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  necessary  repairs,  was  possible. 

IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS 

The  response  to  the  available  improvement  grant  facilities  was  again  disappointing  and, 
although  fourteen  enquiries  were  investigated  in  detail,  only  four  formal  applications  mater¬ 
ialised,  all  of  which  were  approved  by  the  Council.  It  is  now  clear  that  the  existing  pro¬ 
visions  for  grants  for  improvement  of  houses  is  having  little  effect  on  the  general  standard 
of  housing  in  the  District,  particularly  in  regard  to  tenanted  property. 

Arrangements,  approved  by  the  Minister  under  Section  121  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957, 
were  made  with  the  Trustees  for  the  improvement  of  the  Union  Street  Almshouses.  These 
Almshouses  previously  comprised  eight  substandard  dwellings,  each  containing  two  rooms  with 
outside  water-closets  and  water  supply.  The  improvements  provide  for  the  conversion  of  the 
eight  two-roomed  dwellings  to  four  dwellings,  each  with  a  living-room,  kitchen  (containing 
foodstore  and  sink),  bedroom,  bathroom  and  W.C.,  fuel  store  and  hot  water  supply.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  licensed  site  for  moveable  dwellings  exists  within  the  District  although  there  is  one 
just  outside  the  Council’s  boundary. 

Moveable  dwellings  were  not  a  serious  problem  during  the  year,  but  the  use  of  a 
favourite  roadside  plot  by  itinerant  dealers  did  for  some  time  give  cause  for  concern.  Several 
weeks  elapsed  before  the  occupants  were  persuaded  to  move  on,  and  then  only  with  some 
difficulty. 

Two  applications  for  licences  for  individual  caravans  were  refused.  One  other  was 
granted  but  towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  caravan  was  removed. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES 

Consent  for  a  further  two  years  was  given  to  one  of  the  bacon  factories  for  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  its  by-products  plant. 

Occasional  complaints  of  smell  were  still  received,  but  on  the  whole  there  was  con¬ 
siderably  less  nuisance  than  in  previous  years. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

The  remaining  provisions  (the  “  industrial  ”  provisions)  of  the  Act  came  into  force  on 
1st  lune,  1958,  together  with  The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958.  The 
l.'iltoi  are  aimed  a(  redin  ing  the  emission  ot  black  smoke  and  dark  smoke  to  the  lowest 
piaelieable  limils. 

As  a  result  of  observations  and  visits,  informal  action  was  taken  in  a  few  cases.  Gen¬ 
erally  speaking,  industrial  smoke  is  not  sucb  a  serious  problem  in  the  town  as  it  was  a  few 
years  ago,  improvements  having  been  made  at  a  number  of  factories.  In  this  connection,  noti¬ 
fications  under  Section  3  were  received  of  three  new  furnace  installations,  being  conversions 
to  oil  burning  in  each  case. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

The  rapidity  with  which  rats  and  mice  are  capable  of  increasing  their  numbers  is  well 
known.  It  may  be  sometimes  overlooked,  however,  that  not  only  are  they  capable  of  causing 
extensive  damage,  but  they  are  also  known  carriers  of  disease.  Rodent  control  is  therefore  an 
essential  part  of  the  environmental  health  service  in  which  there  must  be  no  relaxation. 

The  Council  have  an  experienced  and  capable  Rodent  Operator  who,  during  the  year, 
carried  out  143  treatments  for  rats  and  mice  at  92  infested  properties.  The  soil  sewers  were 
treated  twice  and  routine  surveys  of  property  were  also  carried  out. 

The  Council  were  informed  in  May  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
that  the  Ministry’s  rat  and  mouse  contract  service  would  be*run  down  over  the  ensuing  year 
and  no  further  contracts,  including  those  for  farms,  would  be  taken  out  and  no  existing  con¬ 
tracts  renewed.  Farmers  were  notified  that  the  Council  would  be  prepared  to  carry  out  rodent 
control  work  on  their  farms  on  a  contract  basis  but  no  response  was  received.  All  farms  in 
the  District  were,  however,  visited  during  the  year  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 

The  Council  undertook  two  new  contracts  for  the  treatment  of  industrial  premises, 
one  with  the  bacon  and  food  factory  mentioned  earlier  in  this  report  and  the  other  with  a  firm 
of  bedding  manufacturers.

PETROLEUM  (REGULATION)  ACTS,  1928  &  1936 

The  quantity  of  petroleum  spirit  and  petroleum  mixtures  kept  at  premises  in  the  Dist¬ 
rict  continues  to  steadily  increase.  Forty-five  licences  were  issued  by  the  Council  authorising 
the  storage  of  45,520  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit  and  mixtures.  In  addition,  an  installation  at 
a  laundry  was  re-licensed  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Annual  inspections  of  all  installations  were  made  by  Officers  of  the  Wiltshire  Fire 
Brigade  and  their  reports  were  of  considerable  assistance  to  the  Petroleum  Officer.  Consul¬ 
tations  with  the  Fire  Officers  also  took  place  over  a  number  of  matters  arising  during  the  year 
and  their  co-operation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

In  addition  to  testing  four  new  underground  tanks  before  licensing  a  new  garage  instal¬ 
lation,  twenty-seven  tests  were  made  of  tanks  known  to  be  over  twenty  years  old.  One  such 
tank  proved  to  be  leaking  and  in  consequence  the  licence  was  cancelled  and  the  installation 

dismantled.
